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Golden Retrievers became a way of life for them

After Susan Bruno’s graduation from 
nursing school 11 years ago, her husband, 
Michael, gave her a gift that brightened her 
life: a Golden Retriever. 

The gift turned into a way of life for the 
Bruno family, who today live on Chestnut 
Street. Mrs. Bruno now breeds Goldens, pre- 
pares them for competitions, and raises 
them. Her eldest daughter, Karen, who is 20, 
is also heavily involved in the canine busi- 
ness. She exhibits dogs at weekend shows. 

Younger sibling Amanda, a recent 
Andover High School graduate, has partici- 
pated in a few shows but now jokes, “I don’t 
want to talk about it.” 

Mr. Bruno says, “I just pay the bills.” 

Mr. Bruno is downplaying the role the 
dogs have in the family’s life, since dogs are 
a “24 hour, seven-days-a-week” job, accord- 
ing to Karen. “It gets hectic. We don’t usual- 
ly get to go on vacations together because 
someone has to watch the dogs.” 

Susan Bruno says the commitment is 
worth it. “It is a hobby. You really have to 
like what you are doing because it is an 
awful lot of hard work.” 

Mrs. Bruno’s hobby includes breeding 
dogs and then preparing them for competi- 
tion. Although she showed horses as a kid, 
she says she won’t get into the dog ring 
because “I get too nervous.” 

Only Goldens 

Mrs. Bruno has bred only Golden Retriev- 
ers because “my family likes the tempera- 
ment of the dog.” Their long hair, affinity for 
children, and affectionate nature are other 
positive characteristics that make Goldens 
the perfect match for the Brunos. Besides, 
“They’re gorgeous. They’re absolutely beau- 
tiful.” 

Mrs. Bruno, who has bred “a few litters,” 
is careful to take into consideration the spe- 
cial attributes of Goldens when breeding. “I 
always looked at the quality of the breed and 
tried to improve it.” 

In her quest to improve the breed, Mrs.

deal of time to prepare the dogs for competi- 
tions. 

“We start training them when they’re sev- 
en weeks old,” says Mrs. Bruno. “It gets 
them used to being touched, trained and han- 
dled.” 

“You have to treat (the dogs) like kings 
and queens,” says Karen. 

The Bruno family is careful not to let the 
dogs get dirty, and before one recent show 
Karen spent four hours bathing, trimming, 
and brushing a dog. “It’s like keeping a top- 
athlete in condition,” she says. 

Karen became involved in showing dogs 
eight years ago when “we had gotten a dog 
from a friend. It took a lot of persuading,” 
but eventually the Brunos allowed Karen to 
show the dog. 


She hasn’t looked back since, as she has 
shown Labradors, English Setters, Cocker 
Spaniels, English Springer Spaniels and Rot- 
tweilers. Although some of the dogs Karen 
has shown have belonged to the Brunos, she 
has also been able to show other people’s 
dogs because dog competitions are “a word 
of mouth type of thing.”

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History was made last 
month when students from 
Bailey School in Lowell partic- 
ipated in a landmark videocon- 
ference with students from 
schools in the Tongaat area of 
Durban, South Africa. The 
videoconference, held at Pic- 
tureTel, 100 Brickstone 
Square, is the first ever 
between students from a New 
England public school and stu- 
dents from another continent, 
organizers said. 

The June 12 videoconfer- 
ence is an element of the Low- 
ell-Durban Link, an education- 
al program created through 
the financial and technical 
assistance of Massachusetts- 
based companies and educa- 
tional institutions.

The New York City-based 
Edward E. Ford Foundation

s with religious experience: 


New book identifies four universal spiritual paths

ithin each of 
the world’s 
major reli- 


gious’__ traditions, 
there are many differ- 
ent approaches to 
spiritual growth. 

For example, some 
members of a congre- 
gation may find Sun- 
day’s church choir to 
be the highlight of 
their week, while oth- 
ers prefer the sacred 
solitude of medita- 
tion or journaling. In 
his latest book, Four 
Spiritualities: Expres- 
sions of Self, Expres- 
sions of Spirit, Unitar- 
ian Universalist min- 
ister Peter Tufts 
Richardson presents 
a method of sorting 
through today’s myri- 
ad spiritual options 
and accessing the 
ones that most direct- 
ly address the read- 
er’s own individual 
needs. 

The author starts 
by identifying four 
basic underlying pat- 
terns of spirituality 
found in every reli- 
gious tradition; then, 
overlaying these with 
Jungian personality 
concepts, he creates a 
framework for the 
psychology of con- 
temporary spiritual 
choice. 

Rev. Richardson 
uses modern person- 
ality analysis (pri- 
marily the Myers- 
Briggs Type Indicator 
personality invento- 
ry) to help readers 


Through these exam- 
ples, the author

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Tech School to tighten address checks 


By Don Staruk 

Greater Lawrence Technical School 
will tighten residency checks this fall 
in the wake of a Townsman inquiry 
into the status of one recent graduate 
who attended the school for the last 
three years as an Andover resident, 
apparently without a legitimate resi- 
dential address in town. 

“Obviously we are going to tighten 
up on our controls,” Marsha 
McDonough, Tech School] superinten- 
dent, said Monday. “We will have to 
put a process in place after this. Pll dis- 
cuss it with my administrators and 
we'll have something in place... for 
September.” 

“This is a wake-up call, and we bet- 
ter learn something from it,” Frank 
Vacirca, Tech School principal, said 
Tuesday. 

The Andover public schools already 
tightened proof-of-residency require- 
ments last year, but this incident has 
brought renewed attention to the issue. 
The student in question attended 
Doherty Middle School and spent one 
year at Andover High School before 
transferring to the Tech School as a 
sophomore in the fall of 1993. She grad- 
uated from the Tech School last month. 

Mr. Vacirca said that when a stu- 
dent transfers from Andover High 
School, Tech School administrators 
assume the student has proper residen- 
cy. Under the previous public schools 
policy, since the student transferred 
from Doherty Middle School, High 
School officials would also have 
assumed residency was already veri- 
fied, according to public schools offi- 
cials. 

The new policy in the public 
schools, approved by the School Com- 
mittee in March of 1995, requires a cer- 
tification of address form be completed 
whenever a child changes a level, 
according to Bernie Tuttle, Andover 
schools new business manager. This 
requires verification in first grade, and 
again when a student enters the sixth 
and ninth grades. But proof of residen- 
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impact can be minimized.

cy — a lease or purchase and sales 
agreement, a tax or utility bill, driver’s 
license or proof of guardianship - is 
still only required when a student is 
initially entering the system. 

Mr. Tuttle and Cindy Verda, his sec- 
retary, investigated the residency 
issue regarding the Tech School stu- 
dent for the public schools. 

“From what we can ascertain, the 
student used the father’s business 
address as her place of residency” 
while at the Tech School, Mr. Tuttle 
said. But he stopped short of saying 
what, if anything, would be done about 
it. 

Ms. McDonough said she asked the 
student on graduation day about her 
residency. 

“She said, ‘I live with my father in 
Andover.’ What am I going to do - hire 
a private detective? This is what her 
story is,” Ms. McDonough said. 
“There’s obviously something fishy, 
but I don’t know what it is.” 


No checking 

The address used by the family 
while the student was at Doherty was 
of a house on Hidden Road. Though 
town records show that house had 
been foreclosed on and was vacant dur- 
ing that time, the current owner said 
some portion of the student’s family 
was there, possibly as renters, prior to 
the new owners buying it.

Olde Andover Village shopping com- 
plex downtown, where the girl’s father 
has a business. There are six apart- 
ments above the commercial space in 
that building, but Frank Mical, proper- 
ty manager, said last month that no 
members of the family in question 
lives there.

The student’s father did not return 
telephone messages that the Towns- 
man left at his store on several occa- 
sions during the last five weeks, and 
the Townsman could not find any other 
address or phone number for him. The 
student’s mother is currently living on 
Howard Street in Lawrence with 
another son, according to one source, 
but also does not have a telephone list- 
ing in her name. The son attended the 
Tech School this year as a freshman, 
apparently as a Lawrence resident. A 
fourth sibling, a younger sister, will be 
entering the eighth grade this fall, but 
it was unclear this week where that 
sister lives and whether she would be 
attending school in Lawrence or 
Andover. Because of privacy laws, the 
Townsman has been unable to view 
school records. 

An older sister who works at the 
father’s store indicated the family does 
live in Andover, but would not say 
where. 

“We don’t ever tell anyone where we 
live,” she said. “I’m sorry I can’t help 


” 


you. 


Responsibility and implications 

The student and her father may live 
in Andover and just not want anyone 
to know where. Ms. McDonough points 
out that no one has proved they don’t, 
and that she has already graduated. 

“It’s her situation. We’re not going 
to pursue anything,” Ms. McDonough 
said of the student. “This information 
came to us on graduation day. We still 
can’t prove that she’s not a resident of 
Andover.” 

But it is the Tech School’s responsi- 
bility to verify the number of its stu- 
dents who come from Andover, accord- 
ing to Don Schroeder, Finance Com- 
mittee chairman. The FinCom reviews 
the town’s annual assessment for the 
Tech School. 

“Ultimately, I think it really rests 
with the Tech School,” said Buzz 
Stapcezynski, town manager.

Many lives 

Mr. Wise, 63, by his own description 
has been an artist, educator, adminis- 
trator, book editor, author, exhibition 
photographer, critic and philosopher. 

“lve had many lives.” 

He was a mechanical engineering 
student at Purdue and “bored to death” 
before his life took a turn. “There are a 
lot of funny stories about me because I 
have such an improbable career.” 

He was in his second year at Purdue, 
nearly asleep in a mechanical drawing 
class with a poor image he’d created in 
front of him when the professor strode 
over to him. “Wise - if you’ll guarantee 
me you'll never be an engineer I'll pass 
you,” the professor said. He agreed and 
soon thereafter began studying creative 
writing and philosophy. To graduate, 
since he had poor grades in math, the 
school “gave” him a bachelor of science 
in creative writing with a minor in 
math. 

He went into the Navy for two years 
after Purdue, “and played a lot of ser- 
vice basketball, to my delight.” 

He earned a master’s in English at 
Columbia Universiry, then took a 
teaching position at Mt. Hermon School 
where he taught six years before com- 
ing to PA. 

“When I came out of Purdue, I want- 
ed to be a writer,” he says. “After my 
first month of teaching, I knew I want- 
ed to teach forever.” 

At 34 there was interest in publish- 
ing his poetry. 

“T’d always wanted to write,” he 
says, but it’s one thing to make good 
grades in school. “It’s another thing to 
get work published.” 

Then one day he was at an exhibit at 
a gallery on Newbury Street in Boston 
where he thought the photos, while 
good, didn’t Knock him down. He 
thought he could do as well, that he had 
a message to get across and that he 
could do that through pictures. So he 
picked up that first camera, a Rolle- 
icord 24 x 2% that shot 120 mm film. 

“Luckily, I had something to say, so 
when I made photographs, they seemed 
to be interesting to folks.” 

One can be trained in the technical 
points of photography — pointing a cam- 
era, processing film and understanding 
photo optics, “But you can’t be trained 
to think with a camera and feel with a 
camera. That’s personal. And the more 
personal you can be with a camera, the 
more successful you can be.” 

Quick start 

A year and a half after picking up 
that first camera, Mr. Wise was exhibit- 
ed at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. A year later he was shown at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, and six 
months later he was in a two-person 
show with Aaron Siskind at the Fogg. 

So what was,.or is, his message? 

“I think my early photographs about 
the family are very intimate and, I 
think, very loving. I don’t think a lot of 
people had photographed the family 
that way.”

One thing he did was use Polaroid 
SX-70 instant color photography with 
minimal light. “I refused to use it with 
a flash.” Indoors, with friends and fami- 
ly, the natural light resulted in a long 
exposure and allowed the pictures “to 
bleed, because they had to pass so slow- 
ly.” 

In a 1978 Saturday Review article, 
Edward Owens wrote about the SX-70: 
“Wise... can transmute mundane things 
like chairs and vacuum cleaners into 
objects of a dream landscape.” 

“The pictures had a kind of physical- 
ity and sensuality and presence that 
you didn’t normally see,” Mr. Wise 
says of his work with the SX-70. “They 
just had a different look than colored 
pictures (usually looked) using the 


Polaroid system.” 

After publishing his first book on 
photography, The Photographer’s 
Choice, he began writing photo criti- 
cism. Articles in Camera, Camera Arts 
and Art Forum magazines led to his 
having his own critic’s column in The 
Boston Globe for 11 years, from 1982-’93. 
He also was an art commentator on 
National Public Radio in the late 1980s. 

Many of Mr. Wise’s portraits appear 
in books or on book covers. He’s had 35 
one-man shows. And although his pic- 
tures are in many museum collections, 
his only permanent exhibit is in the 
Holmes Library at PA, where several 
black-and-white portraits hang. They 
are part of a project he did called Men 
and Women of Letters. They include 


journalist George Will; novelist and 
critic Mary McCarthy; authors Saul 
Bellow, Joyce Carol Oates, John 
Updike, Norman Mailer, Alice Walker, 
Fanny Howe, Tim O’Brien and Eliza- 
beth Hardwick; director Peter Sellers: 
poet Allen Ginsberg; scientist James D. 
Watson; psychologist Rollo May; writer 
and artist Edward Gorey; and others. 

“When I did these portraits, I did 
them over six years,” 1980-’86, Mr. Wise 
says. 

He put a lot of money into them and 
didn’t expect to recoup any of it. But 
publishers began asking to use the pho- 
tos on book-cover jackets, and paying 
him for that privilege, and many are 
still being used today. 

His most recently published book is 
City Limits, first published in 1987, in 
which he and three other photogra- 
phers captured the neighborhoods of 
Boston in pictures. 

The technique 

Mr. Wise describes his work as 
“rather surreal.” 

“One vein of it is surreal. Another is 
visual and metaphors.” 

His subjects are often family and 
friends. He was one of 12 artists fea- 
tured in Flesh and Blood, a collection of 
pictures of the photographers’ own 
families. He also published Still Prints, 
a collection of his work with the SX-70. 
It sold out. 

Sometimes he spends just 15 minutes 
with a subject to get a picture. Other 
times he stays overnight. Some people 
were just so enjoyable that you wanted 
to stay for dinner or even for the night, 
he said. 

“T would twit them, but I would nev- 
er mock them. There was, I think, a vis- 
ible contract that you could see 
between the artist and the subject.” 

He photographed James D. Watson, 
who received the 1962 Nobel prize for 
his work in discovering the double 
helix in DNA. Dr. Watson was constant 
nerves and energy. “To get him to settle 
down so I could take a picture was 
quite a challenge.” 

Mr. Wise talked to him and told him 
it wasn’t easy to photograph a scientist, 
which was only half true, the photogra- 
pher says. Finally he got the doctor in 
the living room sitting on a couch and 
had the camera in focus. Mr. Wise 
warned Dr. Watson that he was going 
to have to be a little bit more demand- 
ing with him. A moment later Mr. Wise 
said, “Shut up! Now look straight at 
me,” and took the picture. The good 
doctor then continued talking about 
whatever it was they were discussing. 
Mr. Wise knew he had the shot, but 
continued shooting and talking. 

“Sometimes five minutes into the 
session you’ve already got the picture, 
but it would be rude to leave.” 

Mr. Wise won’t admit to having any 
favorites among his many well-known 
subjects or their portraits. 

“There are a lot of people I’ve pho- 
tographed who I liked very much.” 

One portrait he particularly likes is 
a that of Haverhill author Andre 
Dubus, a full-length shot of Mr. Dubus 
standing with his third wife, Peggy. It 
was for a feature on Mr. Dubus that 
was published in the April 1985 issue of 
Horizon, The Magazine of the Arts.

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“This was before he had that terrible 
accident.” Mr. Dubus was subsequently 
in a car accident that left him paralyzed 
from the waist down and confined to a 
wheelchair. He has since lost one leg. 

When Mr. Wise photographed Saul 
Bellow in Vermont, it was raining so 
hard it looked like a black mist. He had 
trouble getting an appointment with 
Mr. Bellow and when they finally met 
in a bar the author told him to go ahead 
and shoot the picture. But since he only 
shoots in natural light, Mr. Wise 
refused. After going around and around 
Mr. Bellow finally agreed to make 
another appointment for a week later. 
Mr. Wise got the picture. 

Another time he was supposed to 
take a picture of Jim Harrison, a cult 
figure and big hunter who wrote a book 
called Wolf in the ’70s. When Mr. Wise 
arrived at Mr. Harrison’s house in 
Michigan, there was a note on the door 
saying he had gone to the Upper Penin- 
sula, and with directions for Mr. Wise 
to follow. 

“I drove six hours.” He arrived at 8 
p.m. just as the light was fading. Mr. 
Harrison strolled out with a look that 
said, “You're late.” Mr. Wise took the 
picture, and stayed for the night. 

Another photo Mr. Wise likes is that 
of John Updike. 

“The day I photographed Updike he 
was moving out of his house that he 
shared with his wife. He was getting 
divorced.” 

The photograph has Mr. Updike in 
front of a bookshelf in what had been 
his library. All the books had been 
removed but their marks are there, on 
the wall. 

“T want to take pictures of the writer 
at his or her home in their rags of the 
day,” Mr. Wise said an interview for a 
1992 article in The Boston Globe Maga- 
zine. “In most of my pictures there is a 
graphic design that was invented on 
the spot from the writer’s environ- 
ment.” 

The glimpses he gets of noted person- 
alities are sometimes very personal, 
but he also feels they are private, he 
said in the same Globe article. 

“People ask why I don’t record con- 
versations, but doing so would be an 
affront to the trust I seek to establish 
with my subjects. I often think, as I 
drive away from an encounter, ‘Well, 
I'll never remember all of that.’ In some 
ways the conversations are like watch- 
ing an exciting film that you know you 
will never see again.” 

The future 

At home Mr. Wise surrounds himself 
with the work he loves, some his own, 
some he’s been given or received in 
trade for his own work from other 
artists. 

At PA, Mr. Wise has served as a clus- 
ter dean, English Department chair- 
man and dean of faculty. He still teach- 
es a course he created at Mount Her- 
mon School, a novel and drama semi- 
nar. But most of his time now is spent 
on the IRT program. 

“My life is mostly consumed now by 
this program, which I feel very deeply 
committed to.

“I’ve loved being a teacher. It was a 
great boon to me to come to PA, 
because I knew I’d have enough space — 
psychological and creative space — to do

The Institute for Recruitment of 
Teachers, hailed as a “bootcamp for 
graduate school,” has recently con- 
ducted a study of the enrollments of its 
students over the past five years in 
graduate school. The IRT, founded in 
1990 by Kelly Wise, has increased the 
number of outstanding minority 
undergraduates who will teach in 
American high schools and universi- 
ties. 

Since the founding of IRT in 1990, 
222 IRT students have enrolled in grad- 
uate school and currently 122 have 
earned master’s degrees. Of that num- 
ber, 76 are female (53 African- 
American, 20 Latina, 3 Native Ameri- 
can) and 46 male (26 African-Ameri- 
can, 18 Latino, 2 Native American). 
Annually the IRT expects to produce 
25-30 students with master’s degrees 
and, after 1997, an additional 10-12 stu- 
dents with Ph.D’s. 

The IRT is located at Phillips Acade- 
my, which is known for its academics 
and the diversity of its student body. 
IRT goals are consistent with the mul- 
ticultural goals of the academy. 

“The IRT gives students permission 
to ignore the sirens of Wall Street,” 
says Mr. Wise, director of the IRT,

“assuring those who want to give back 
as teachers that they can have fulfill- 
ing lives in the profession. It also 
affirms these students, urging them to 
step forward as leaders and reformers 
in American education. In the summer 
workshop, our students are intro- 
duced to the rigors of graduate school 
- advanced levels of discourse, analy- 
Sis, and synthesis. 

“After the workshop experience, 
IRT students know more fully what to 
expect during that crucial first year in 
graduate school. They leave the cam- 
pus eager to become teachers, princi- 
pals, superintendents, research schol- 
ars and top-level administrators in col- 
leges and universities.” 

Eighty-six percent of the students 
who attended the IRT between 1990 
and 1995 have entered graduate school, 
pursuing advanced degrees in the 
humanities, social sciences and educa- 
tion. 

This summer, a new group of 32 stu- 
dents —- rising seniors in college — are 
at PA for the IRT’s workshop this 
month. As in past years, these stu- 
dents are top academicians and cam- 
pus leaders at their respective under-

agreed to pay an extra $2.43 million more 
than the original price tag for the High 
School project, and the project is running 
about a full year behind its original sched- 
ule. Yet, construction workers have not yet 
begun to significantly renovate the existing 
classrooms because they are not yet finished 
with the new portions of the building. 


According to Jim Marsh, committee chair- 
man, the town has had numerous meetings 
with the contractor during the last eight 
weeks to resolve their problems. 

“I would say a good portion of those meet- 
ings were non-productive, I would say non- 


conclusive,” he said. 

“I have no idea what the decrease (in man- 
power) is and that’s what baffles us,” said 
Mr. Marsh, before entering the private ses- 
sion. “We have no idea why they’re not 
working on the job.” 


During the public portion of the meeting, 
the building committee voted to withhold 
certification of more than $600,000 from the 
contractor’s latest payment request. The con- 
tractor had requested $940,000 but the archi- 
tects recommended certification of less than 
$325,000. 

“We have cut that to work that we can pre- 
sent to you as completed,” said David 
Croteau, architect. 


However, Mr. Croteau said the architects 
may decertify even the $325,000 by today, 
Thursday, if the contractor does not provide 
the architects with documents they have 
requested. This means the contractor will 
not be paid the $325,000. 


Mr. Croteau said the architects want proof 
that Stene-Congress is paying its sub-con- 
tractors, the companies Stone-Congress hires 
to do specific work for it.

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Plan to show residents how tech money is spent 


By Neil Fater 

Andover residents will get a 
glimpse of the future next Tuesday, 
July 16, when the School Committee 
reviews what could be the final draft 
of the system’s technology plan. 

The five-year plan will show resi- 
dents how the millions they 
approved for technology at the 1994 
April Town Meeting will be spent. 

Voters approved technology 
‘upgrades at Andover High, South 
and Sanborn schools as part of the 
construction projects there, and also 
approved another $2 million to equi- 
tably upgrade Andover’s remaining 
five schools. 

Marinel McGrath, assistant super- 
intendent and one of those leading 
the technology effort, said the plan 
can be broken into four phases, the 
first three of which should be com- 
pleted by September. 

These three phases involved: 

_ © Creating a “jump-start proposal” 
that provided $135,000 worth of mini- 
grants to teachers; 

* Installing Mac labs in each of the 
schools, costing $69,000 at South and 
Sanborn and $148,000 for a High 
School science lab, for example; and 

¢« Automating the libraries to the 
tune of $215,000, a job that should be 
complete by September. 


Residents still

By a show of hands Tuesday night, 
‘nearly 40 residents of the Brundrett 
Avenue, Chandler and River roads 
“triangle” said more planning is 
needed before developer Martin Spa- 
gat moves ahead with a proposal to 
construct a new industrial building 
in their neighborhood. 

“Let’s do it right the first time 
around,” said Margaret McQuillan, 
of 10 Brundrett Ave. 

“I think to approve this project 
would be getting the cart before the 
horse because the area can’t support 
(the development) at this time,” said 
Kim Horsman, of 260 Chandler Road. 

But the residents did not get what 
they were looking for, a continuance 
of the public hearing so they could do 
more traffic studies and find answers 
to some of their concerns they feel 
are not being addressed. 

At their meeting Tuesday, plan- 
ners closed the public hearing on the 
request for a site plan special permit 
for the 151,800-square-foot building at 
50 Minuteman Drive. They will delib- 
erate and possibly vote on the permit 
request at their next meeting, Tues- 
day, July 23. 

« The building, if approved, would 
house offices for PictureTel Corp., a 
video conferencing company, which 
already has an agreement to lease the 
adjacent former Digital Equipment 
Company building, which Mr. Spagat 
also owns. 

In an effort to appease area resi- 
dents, Mr. Spagat, who was in atten- 
dance ‘Tuesday night, met with resi- 


The fourth phase involves solicit- 
ing suggestions from the schools 
regarding how the remaining money 
should be spent, said Ms. McGrath. 
The proposals must address how the 
technology will be used with regards 
to regular education; special educa- 
tion; classes such as art, music, phys- 
ical education and health; and net- 
working, she said. 

But administrators said they do 
not believe the money approved at 
1994 Town Meeting will be used to 
network the schools. 

Dick Neal, superintendent, said 
that although it’s Andover’s inten- 
tion to network the schools, that will 
have to be done with money from the 
operating budget and the Capital 
Improvement Plan. 

“I do not know when local area 
networks will be done. That’s the 
vision,” said Ms. McGrath. 

Local area networks (LANs) allow 
students to access information locat- 
ed outside of the school building by 
using networked computers. 

Ms. McGrath said that before the 
schools are networked an audit of the 
schools’ older buildings will have to 
be done to see what kind of construc- 
tion will be necessary to install the 
wiring. South, Sanborn and Andover 
High have already had installed the 


cable trays and pull wires necessary 
as part of those schools’ multi-mil- 
lion dollar construction projects. 

The technology plan was reviewed 
by the ad hoc technology committee 
last night, Wednesday, and if 
approved by the School Committee 
will go to the state. Andover wants 
the plan to be approved by the state 
because state funds may become 
available if state legislators pass the 
$86 million Education Technology 
Bond Bill currently stuck in the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

The bill is backed by Business and 
Education for Schools and Technolo- 
gy (BEST), a grouping of business 
and educational organizations. 

According to BEST, Mas- 
sachusetts ranks 39th out of the 50 
states in terms of the number of com- 
puters in classrooms and 49th in 
terms of the number of networks in 
school buildings. 

“We're getting some indication 
that it will pass both houses this ses- 
sion, which must be pretty soon (by 
July 31). We’re certainly trying to 
mobilize as much support as we 
can,” Beth Lowd, BEST co-coordina- 
tor, said Tuesday. 

Ms. Lowd said Andover would be 
eligible for non-competitive grants 
such as some of the $30 million allo-

dents or their representatives twice 
in recent weeks. He has agreed to 
increase the height of the planned 
earth berms along River and Minute- 
man roads, and to plant trees and 
shrubs along the berms, all to screen 
the view of the building and adjacent 
parking lots from view. 

He also agreed to shorten the light 
poles in the parking lots to shield 
them from view, and to build side- 
walks along River Road. Mr. Spagat 
also said he would negotiate a policy 
with his tenant to have non-essential 
lighting turned off when the building 
is not in use, and to have employees 
and as many of the service vehicles 
as possible use 1776 Drive instead of 
Minuteman Drive to access the site. 

With all the screening, the three- 
story building should barely be visi- 
ble from River Road, according to 
engineers working on the project. 

Neighbors are concerned with 
keeping a residential or rural feel to 
the neighborhood, despite the fact 
that they are across the street from 
an industrial zone. But they are also 
very concerned with traffic from the 
employees who will work at the 
buildings, and with the trucks and 
other vehicles that will visit or ser- 
vice the site. 

The concern regarding traffic is 
not only for this one new building, 
but from increases at Hewlett- 
Packard, the Putnam Investments 
move to Shattuck Road, and numer- 
ous other plans for industrial growth 
either under way in the I-93 River 
Road area or that could be built in 


the future. 

“I don’t want to see my daughter 
flattened by a truck,” said Larry 
Bruce, of 254 Chandler Road. 

One concerns is the traffic that 
uses Brundrett Avenue and Chandler 
Road to cut through to town. Mr. Spa- 
gat’s engineers said the new building 
would have a minimal impact on traf- 
fic in area, but residents said any 
increase is too much. 

Mr. Spagat agreed that, if and 
when his proposal for the PicTel 
building is approved, he will contin- 
ue to stay involved with neighbors to 
try to find a long-range solution to 
traffic and other impacts the indus- 
trial development is having on the 
area. 

Six families, five from Chandler 
Road and one from Brundrett 
Avenue, have hired Chris Caldwell, a 
North Andover attorney, to represent 
their interests in negotiations with 
Mr. Spagat and the town regarding 
the Minuteman Road development. 

The residents pushed planners for 
a long-range plan to deal with the 
traffic increases from this and other 
developments, past, present and 
future. They were told they need to 
take their concerns to selectmen, 
whose job it would then be to direct 
town staff to address the issues. 

“The staff basically works for 
them,” said Stephen Colyer, town 
planning director. Planners also said 
any major changes, like dead-ending 
Brundrett Avenue at River Road as 
has been suggested before, would 
likely require town meeting action.

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Tech School to tighten address checks

There are a couple of implications if it 
turns out that the student is not an Andover 
resident. First, she would not be entitled to 
an award she received that was for an 
Andover resident. Second, the town may 
have paid higher assessments to the Tech 
School for the last two years, and will pay 
more next year, than necessary. 

“Each of the Tech School’s member towns - 

Andover, North Andover, Methuen and 
Lawrence — is assessed a certain amount of 
its budget. That portion is determined by 
using a formula that factors in the number of 
students from each town attending the 
school. The number of Andover students 
attending the Tech School on Oct. 1, 1995, for 
instance, will be used to figure the assess- 
ment to the town for next year, Fiscal 1997. 
Since the student in question attended the 
Tech School three years, her use of an 
Andover address, rightly or wrongly, will 
have hiked the town’s assessment for the 
Tech School for three years, fiscal years °95, 
"96 and ’97. 

Neither Mr. Stapczynski or Mr. Schroed- 
er, nor anyone else asked knew how much 
money might be involved if it turns out the 
town was wrongly assessed for student’s 
schooling. 

“If the student does not reside in the 
town... that could create some problems,” 
said Joseph Gleason, the town’s elected rep- 
resentative to the Tech School Committee. 


“If she did reside in another community, 
it would mean a slight difference in what the 
count would be for next year’s budget,” said 
Charles Fox, Tech School business manager. 
“It would have a minimal impact on the bud- 
get.” 

Mr. Morris called the formula used by the 
state to figure the assessment “a mathemati- 
cian’s nightmare.” It uses 36 factors and the 
number of students is only one of them, he 
said. “It’s almost impossible to say what the 
difference would be, but it would not be a lot 
of money,” Mr. Morris said. 

33 attend Tech 

Town Meeting in April approved a Tech 
School budget of $188,528 for the coming 
year, fiscal 1997, more than double the 
$90,000 originally requested in the warrant. 
As explained at Town Meeting, the higher 
amount was due in part to an underestimate 
on the number of Andover students enrolled 
this past year. 

The lower figure was based on the 25 voca- 
tional students enrolled in October of 1994. 
But the actual number for the 1995-96 school 
year waS 33 students. Next year’s higher 
assessment makes up for the shortfall this 
past year, and assumes there will be 33 voca- 
tional students again next year. 

This past year, 20 Andover students 
attended Greater Lawrence and 13 were 
enrolled at other vocational schools through 
school choice. Andover pays the assessment 
regardless of where the students attend.

jeopardizing the commitment to a high stan- 
dard of public services. These are two issues 
I have focused on as a selectman and will 
continue to be my top priorities if elected 
state representative.” 

He said it is possible to make the Andover 
Street/River Road area the leading job 
growth area in the Merrimack Valley with 
cooperation between local and state officials. 

“It will require a unified and aggressive 
effort from everyone involved to make it 
happen.

But there was not 
a deep pool of minority teachers to 
recruit and the top schools — Andover, 
Princeton, University of Chicago and 
Harvard — were scraping over the same 
five or 10 names. So he started the IRT 
at PA, which encourages minority stu- 
dents to go on to graduate school to 
become teachers. 


Mr. Wise recently was presented the 
distinguished alumni award from the 
School of Liberal Arts at Purdue Uni- 
versity, the first educator to receive 
that award in five or six years. 

“I was given it because I was sort of 
a Renaissance” man with the various 
careers, he said. 

He’d prepared a speech to give to the 
professors, deans and top students at 
the banquet where he was to collect the 
award, but the speaker before him 
made a “kiss of death” speech, and he 
knew everyone there wanted to leave. 


“T thought, ‘My God. If I stand up 
there they’re going to throw plates.’ ” 

So he threw out his prepared speech 
and tried to think of something else he 
could say. It had to be something that 
he knew better than anyone else in the 
room, and what he came up with was 
the American educator. 


He started off by asking two ques- 
tions: Who is going to teach your chil- 
dren and grandchildren? And why 
should they want to teach? He then he 
talked about the downsizing of staff at 
universities, the loss of scholars in the 
classroom and the fact that the high 
cost of education may be creating an 
elitist society. “It seemed to strike a 
chord with many people because they 
received it very well.” 


IRT’s annual budget is funded by The 
Pew Charitable Trusts, Citibank, 
Philip Morris Companies, and Bristol- 
Myers Squibb. 

Through counseling, faculty men- 
tors and sustained communication 
with the IRT staff, the IRT helps stu- 
dents of color achieve their goals in 
graduate school. “Because IRT empha- 
sizes peer-assisted, collaborative learn- 
ing, students also build community 
and friendships with one another that 
will last a lifetime,” says JoAnn 
Moody, vice president of the New Eng- 
land Board of Higher Education (NEB- 
HE).

only seven out of 100 college faculty 
holding Ph.D’s in the humanities and 
social sciences are African-American, 
Native American or Latino, according 
to NEBHE. According to the National 
Research Council, in 1995 the total 
number of Ph.D’s granted in the Unit- 
ed States was 31,910. African-Ameri- 
cans received 1,455 (4.6 percent), Lati- 
nos 1,055 (3.3 percent) and Native 
American 148 (0.5 percent). 

The lack of minority teachers in 
schools and universities continues to 
be a critical national problem, accord- 
ing to IRT faculty. According to the US 


‘ Department of Education, the number 


of minority students in public schools 
nationwide has increased from 26.7 
percent in 1984 to 32 percent in 1994. 
By the turn of the century, that figure 
may rise to 40 percent. 

“The IRT provided me with encour- 
agement, assistance and advice, but at 
the same time allowed me the neces- 
sary space to develop ideas, formulate 
plans, and grow personally,” says Car- 
ma Burnette, a former IRT student 
earning her master’s degree in higher 
education at the University of Michi- 
gan. “Through the IRT, I was also able 
to get a real glimpse into the rigorous 
standards that I would be expected to 
live up to in graduate school. I recog- 
nize that I would not be where I am 
today had it not been for the IRT.”

Legislature enacts new 
rules for hunting license 


The Legislature has enacted a statue effec- 
tive July 1 stipulating that all first-time 
hunters in the commonwealth will be 
required to show a certificate of competency 
from a hunter education program or a previ- 
ous year’s license. This requirement is 
intended to ensure that first-time hunters 
will have an understanding of outdoor safety, 
basic proficiency in handling firearms, an 
understanding of wildlife and a basic knowl- 
edge of the laws and regulations which 
restrict the activities of hunters. 


Persons buying gift licenses will have to 
provide proof that the intended license hold- 
er has completed a hunter education course 
or held a previous license. 


Persons who have completed a hunter edu- 
cation course but have lost their certificate 
should be referred to the Bureau of Hunter 
Education at (508) 792-7434 for a copy of their 
certificate.
